77001: With reference to this motion, I. Katsof mentioned that he 
had not received a copy of the mandate; the Chairman indicated 
it would be forthcoming shortly. 


77002: was amended by Steercom to read: Prof. Tittler noted the 
presence of visitors and asked the Chairman for a ruling on 
their being allowed to vote. The Chairman ruled that they 
might speak but not vote. Prof. Tittler challenged this 
ruling. The Chair's ruling was upheld by a show of hands.

77006: I. Katsof's recollection of this motion was that D. McDougal] 
had put forward a tabling motion, and that the matter was 
subsequently tabled. G. Bushe clarified the matter indicating 
that Council had needed more time to reflect on the matter, 
and had instead put forward a notice of motion.

The question was called on the motion and CARRIED. 


S. Dubas moved that M. Baldwin serve in place of R. Smith until 
31 May 1978, seconded by J. Smucker. 


The question was called on the motion and CARRIED.

S. McEvenue moved that W. Francis, H. Ladd, and M. Szabo be elected 
to serve on the Senate Priorities and Resource Allocation Committee, 
seconded by H. Habib. 


The question was called on the motion and CARRIED. 


Senate Fellowships, Scholarships and Awards Committee 


A. Kawczak moved that nominations to the Senate Fellowships, Scholar- 
ships and Awards Committee be closed, seconded by S. Casey. 


The question was called on the motion and CARRIED. 


J. Wilbur and A. Broes were elected to the Fellowships, Scholarships

Senate Library Committee

The motion was amended by D. Kelleher, seconded by I. Katsof, for 
the document to read: "An agreement concerning cooperation and 
residence requirements signed on ...". (It was pointed out that 
the statement would not be included in the calendar copy.) 


The question was called on the amendment and CARRIED, with 4 abstentions. 


The question was called on the motion as amended, and CARRIED with 
5 abstentions. 


S. McEvenue moved the acceptance of the changes in the Diploma in 
Theological Studies as outlined in document ASC-77-10-D2-A, seconded 
by H. Habib. 


The question was called on the motion and CARRIED, with 1 abstention. 


COMMITTEE STRUCTURE 


The Chairman indicated that in document ASC-77-10-D3, Procedures for 
Submission of Curriculum Additions, Deletions, and Changes, the organigram(pg. 2) 
should include an arrow going from NO to Curriculum Committee. 


S. McEvenue moved that Steercom proceed with suggesting committee 
procedures for the various committees of the FASC, and that the current 
procedures for Honours and Student Requests continue in effect until 
Steercom can come forward with new faculty-wide procedures, seconded 
by J. Bhatnagar. 


The question was called on the motion and CARRIED.

c) social science statistics was changed to c) descriptive statistics. 


J. Chaikelson moved that the second part of document ASC-77-10-D3 - 
curriculum committee structure - be considered in two parts - 

a) curriculum committee composition, and b) chairmanship of the 
curriculum committee, seconded by J. Tresierra. 


The question was called on the motion and CARRIED. 

J. Robertson moved an amendment to document ASC-77-10-D3 such that 
three faculty members at large, instead of four, be elected, the 
fourth person being an ex-officio representative of the Library, 
seconded by A. Kawczak.
